Miss Kepler then urged the aflirmative
shile of the question. O course the thros s
come sty Dot nesteomes the stady of mathe-
miatics, aid they cannot be omiited from any
literal aducation, The oljection that women
bave no practlical nesd tor this Know ledge
has no foree, for neither do they bhave for
many other stidies that all contribuiato their
education,  Tho importance of matbematios
Hes in the most thoroogh mentsl training
thint Is Ionsured.

Miss Cowan in reply Insisted that mat he-
abies waste the thme that would  be far
bwtter smployed in the study of history, it
oratures, Lolany wnd other lines ol learning
bBettasr suited 1o the tastes of wormen and then
tollowed with n touching appeal for mercy
and nskod the sothoritles o lsgine how
delightful school life without mathiematios
would bio nnd asserted that m grest reward ol
pratitude awalted that board of trustees who
shonld bave the cournge and wisdom W
abolish the study.

THE YORK TRAGEDY,

The Vi Onee u Resident of Hohrerstown,
and Has Lelntives tn This Clty,
Jolin Hood, the colored man who was
Killed in York Wednesday by Police Offiosr
Powell, wis born and raised in Hohrerstown.
He was s non of Lowis Hood, & minister, who
is now stalioned in Mercorburg, Franklin
vounty. Within the past téen years John bad
lived In York and also in this connty at il
feremt times,  In 1551 he was employed as a
coml bavler at the Rohrerstown rolling  mill.
On the night of Mareh Tth, 1551, a serlous
row ocourred at Amos KautTian's hotel in
Rohrerstown, o which Mood, who was then
working at the rolling mill, took a promi-
nont purl.  The other parties in the row were
Thomas Smith and Augustus Kilroyne, The
latter two were terribly cut and beaten, and
Smith in addition had one half of one of his
ears bitten ofl, e salleged that Hood did
the biting. Hood wasarrested for the offenss
and was commitied o jail. HBetore going to
Juil he brought a cross action against Sith
and Kilroyne and all the cases were returned
to court by Alderman Barr,
The caso against Hood was called for trial
on April 21, and Smith testified that he was
knocked ofl a bagatelle board by Hood and
when he fell to the foor Hood bit Lils ear ofY,
The defonse was that Smith and Kilroyne
began the fight.  Hood denied haviog bitten
off Smith’s ear and claimed it was cut off by
his head belng pushed in the Hght against
the sharp corner of the bar, It was aiso
ahown that Hood, who was n powarful man,
had Dheen asked to come to the hotel o belp
o keep arder. The jury rendered s verdict
of pot guilty on the complaints brought by
Smithy but divided the costs equally betwesn
the parties, 1o the pssault and battery oase
brought by Kilroyne the jury found Hood
not guilty and  imposed the costs on the
prosecutor,

When under the in-
Huence of lguor he was dangorous  The
York papers say that he was trying to kill
his wile yeslerday morning when Ofiecer
Powell arrived. Hood then made an attack
on Powell and the latter fired the tatal shot
In self-detense.  Hood had been in several
rows in York, Some vears ago he was one
of & party of colored und white men who
wera ln n tght st Breneman's hotel in York.
Two mien were so bindly cut with a razor Uiat
It was feared one of them would die 1t was
then clalmed that Hood did the cutting,
Oilicer Powell gave himself up  after
the shooting, and has nol  yet Dbeen
wdintied to bamil. He has retained counssel,
and by thelr naviee he reluses 1o say any-
thing coneverning the shooting, M., Hood
was seon after her husband’s dJdeath, she was
coversd with mud and her arms are badly
brulsed.  Hlood was tlowing from one of her
eurs and  back  of wer neck  whers
her hosband bhad  bitten  her. Among
other things she sald: “If he hadn't
been killed bho would have killed me, sure
wpt' She sald be had trequently besten
1er and threatened her e,  Ouee, at Hoh-
rerstown, he had run after her with a crow-
bar and she had to ran and hide hersel! or he
would have killed her. While sho was talk-
Ing she held up hor poor brotsed bands and
showad how ono of ber tingers had been cut
with n kKnife In the hands of her husband.
The diticulty between  Hood and his wife
wis on aeoount of  his intimscey with other
women., When she compluined to him he
quarreled with her,
Sowe of Hood's friends in this city, who
have been to York since the shooting, say
that the tight batween Hood and bhis wife was
not w8 bad as reported by the nowspapers and
paople of York., They say that the shootin
wWas unnecessary, and they think that Powe
bl o grudge agalust Hood, This is the sec-
ond man that the oflicer bax shot, but the
other one did not die.
